A N D it came to pafs, in the 
four hundred and fourfeore 
year after the children of Ifrael 
were come out of the land of 
Egypt, in the fourth year of So¬ 
lomon’s 
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lomon’s reign over Ifracl, in the 
month Zif f which ij the fecond 
month, that he began to build 
the houfe of the Lord. 

2 And the houfe which king 
Solomon built for the Lord, the 
length thereof was threefcore cu¬ 
bits, and the breadth thereof 
twenty cubits , and the height 
thereof thirty cubits. 

3 And the porch before the 
temple of the houfe, twenty cu- 
1 its was the length thereof, ac¬ 
cording to the breadth of the 
houfe; and ten cubits was the 
breadth thereof, before the houfe. 

4 And for the houfe he made 
window s of narrow lights. 

J ^ And againfl the walls of 
the houfe he built chambers round 
about, againfl the walls of the 
houfe round about, both of the 
temple, and of the oracle: and 
he made chambers round about. 

6 The nethermoft chamber 
•was five cubits broad, and the 
middle was fix cubits broad, and 
the third was feven cubits broad; 
for without in the wall of the houfe 
he made narrowed refis round 
about, that the beams fhould not 
he f.dieued in the walls of the 
houfe. 

7 And the houfe, when it was 
in building, was built of ftone, 
made ready before it was brought 
thither : fo that there was nci:her 
hammer nor ax, nor any tool of 
iron heard in the houfe while it 
was in building. 

8 The door for the middle 
chamber was in the right fide of 
the houfe: and they went up 
wdth winding flairs into the mid¬ 
dle chamber y and out of the mid¬ 
dle into the third. 

9 So he built the houfe and fi- 
nilhed it: and covered the houfe 
with beams and boards of cedar. 

10 And then he built chambers 
agaiuft all the houfe, five cubits 
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high: and they reflccl on 
houfe with timber of cedar.

10 And had commanded him 
concerning this thing, that he 
fhould not go after other gods i 
but he kept not that which the 
Lord commanded. 

11 Wherefore the Lo«d faul 
unto Solomon, Forafmuch as this 
is done of thee, and thou haft not 
kept my covenant and my fla- 
tutes which I have commanded 
thee, ! will furely rend the king¬ 
dom from thee, and will give it 
to thy fervant. 

II Notwithstanding in thy 
days I will not do it, for David 
thy father’s fake: but I will rend 
it out of the hand of thy fon. 

13 Howbcit, I will not rend 
away all the kingdom: but will 
give one tribe to thy fon, for 
David rny fervant’s fake, and for 
Jerufalcm’* lake which I have 
chofen. 

14 t And the Lord flirred up 
an advcrfaiy unto Solomon, Ha- 
dad the Edomite: he was of the 
king’s feed in F.dom.

David was in Edom, and Joab 
the captain of the hoft was gone 
up to bury the llain, after he had 
fmittenevery male in Edom: 

16 (For fix months did Joab 
remain there with all Ifrael, un¬ 
til he had cut off every male in 
Edom.)

3 For through the anger of 
the Lord it came to pafs in Je- 
rufalem and Judah, till he had 
cad them out from his prefence, 
that Zedekiah rebelled againft 
the king of Babylon. 

4 «J And it came to pafs in the 
ninth year of his reign, in the 
tenth month, in the tenth day oi 
the month, that Nebuchadrezzar 
king of Babylon came, he and all 
his army, again ft Jerufalcm, and 
pitched again ft it, and built forts 
again ft it round about. 

5 So the city was bcficged un¬ 
to the eleventh year of king Ze¬ 
dekiah. . 

6 And in the fourth month, in 

the ninth dai of the month, the 
famine was fore in the city, fo 
that there was no bread for the 
people of the land. 

7 Then the city was broken 
up, and all the men of war fled, 
and went forth out of the city by

tbot which was of gold in gold, 
and that which was of filvcr in 
fiiver, took the captain of the 
guard away. 

30 The two pillars, one fca, 
and twelve brafen bulls that were 
under the bafes, which king So¬ 
lomon had made in the houfe of 
the Lord : the brafs of all thefc 
vefTcls was without weight. 

31 And concerning the pillars, 
the height of one pillar was eigh¬ 
teen cubits, and a fillet of twelve 
cubits did compafs it, and the 
thicknefs thereof was four fin¬ 
gers 2 it was hollow. 

11 And a chapiter of brafs was 
upon it, and the height of 011c 
chapiter was five cubits, with net¬ 
work and pomegranates upon the 
chapiters round about,allo/brafs: 
the fccond pillar alfo and the 
pomegranates were like unto 
thefe. 

13 And there were ninety and 
fix pomegranates on a fide, and 
all the pomegranates upon the 

net-work were an hundred round 
about.

27 And the king of Babylon 
fmote them, and put them to 
death in Riblah, in the land of 
Hamath. Thus Judah was carried 
away captive out of his own land. 

28 This is the people whom 
Nebuchadrezzar carried away cap¬ 
tive ; in the feventh year, three 
thoufand Jew's and three and 
twenty: 

29 In the eighteenth year of 
Nebuchadrezzar he carried away 
captive from Jcrufalem eight hun¬ 
dred thirty and two perfons : 

30 In the three and twentieth 
year of Nebuchadrezzar, Ncbu¬ 
zar-adan the captain of the guard 
carried away captive of the Jews 
feven hundred forty and five per¬ 
fons: all the perfons were four 
thoufand and fix hundred.

*8 \ He that believeth on him, 
is not condemned; hut he that 
believeth not, is condemned al¬ 
ready, becaufe he hath not be¬ 
lieved in the name of the only 
begotten Son of God. 

19 And this is the condemna¬

man recciveth his tcltimony. 

33 He that hath received his 
tcilimony, hath let to his leal 
that God is true. 

34 For he uhom God hath 
fent, fpcaketh the words of Ciod : 
for God giveth not the Spirit by 
mcaiurc unto him.

T HE former treatlfe have I 
made, O Thcophihis, of all 
that Jefus began both to do and 
teach, 

2 Until the day in which he 
was taken up, after that he 
through the holy Ghod had given 
commandments unto the apodles 

whom he had chofcn. 

3 To whom alio he Ihewed 
himfclf alive after his paflion, by 
many infallible proofs, being feen 
of them forty days, and fpeaking 
of the things pertaining to the 
kingdom of God. 

4 And being adcmbled toge¬ 
ther with them, commanded them 
that they (hould not depart from 
Jcrufalcm, but wait for the pro- 
mife of the Father, which, Jaith 
he, ye have heard of me. 

J For John truly baptized with 
water; but yc (hall be baptized 
with the holy Ghoft, not many 
days hence. 

6 When they therefore were 
come together, they nfkcd of him, 
faying. Lord, wilt thou at this 
time redore again the kingdom 
to I fra el ? 

7 And he laid unto them, It 
is not for you to know the times 
or the feafons, which the Father 
hath put in his own power. 

8 But yc fliall receive power af¬ 
ter that the holy Gholt is come 
upon you: and ye (hall he wit- 
nefles unto me, both in Jerufa- 
lem, and in all Judea, and in 
Samaria, and unto the uttermod 
part of the earth. 

9 And when he had fpokcU 
thefe things, while they beheld, 
be was taken up, and a cloud re¬ 
ceived him out of their fight. 

10 And while they looked fled- 
fadly toward heaven, as he went 
up, behold, two men dood by 
them in white apparel; 


Galilee, why dand ye gazing up 
into heaven? this fame Jefus 
which is taken up from you into 
heaven, (hall fo come, in like 
manner as ye have feen him go 
into heaven. 

12 Then returned they unto 
Jcrufalcm, from the mount called 
Olivet, which is from Jerufalem 
a fabbath-day’s journey. 

13 And when they were come 
in, they went up into an upper 
room, where abode both Peter, 
and James, and John, and An¬ 
drew, Philip, and Thomas, Bar¬ 
tholomew, and Matthew, James 
the Jen of Alpheiis, and Simon 
Zclotcs, and Judas the brother of 
James. 

14 Thefe all continued with 
one accord in prayer and luppdca- 
tion, with the women, and Mary 
the mother of Jeliis, and with 
his brethren. 

15 1 And in thofe days Peter 
dood up in the middof the difei- 
plcs, and faid (the number of the 
names together were about an 
hundred and twenty) 

16 Men and brethren, this 
fcriptuic mud needs have been 
fulfilled, which the holy Ghoft by 
the mouth of David fpake before 
concerning Judas, which was 
guide to them that took Jefus. 

17 For he Was numbered w ith 
us, and had obtained part of this 
minidry. 

18 Now this man purchafcd a 
field with the reward of iniquity; 
and falling headlong, he burd a- 
lunder in the midd, and all bis 
bow els gufhed out. 

19 And it was known unto all 
the dwellers at Jerufalem ; info- 
much as that field is called in 
their propei tongue, Aceldama, 
that is to fay The field of blood. 

20 For it is written in the book 
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of pfalms, Let his habitation be 
dcfolatc, and let no man dwell 
therein: and, liis bitooprick let 
another take. 

21 Wherefore of thefe men 
which have companied with us, 
all the time that the Lord Jcfus 
went in and out among us, 

22 Beginning from the baptifm 
of John, unto that fame day that 
he was taken up from us, muft 
one be ordained to be a witnefs 
with us of his rcfurre&ion. 

23 And they appointed two, 
Tofcph called barfabas, who was 
furnamed Juftus, and Matthias. 

24 And they prayed, andfaid, 
Thou Lord, w inch know eft the 
hearts of all men, tocw whether 
of thefe two thou haft chofen, 

25 That ma y ta ^ c P art 
this miniflry and apoftlcihip, from 
which Judas by tranfgreflion fell, 
that he might go to hisown place. 

26 And they gave forth their 
lots; and the lot fell upon Mat¬ 
thias, and he was numbered w ith 
the eleven apoftlcs. 

CHAP. II. 

A ND when the day of Pcnte- 
coft was fully come, they 
were all with one accord in one 
place. 

2 And fuddenly there came a 
/bund from heaven, as of a ruto- 
ing mighty wind, and it filled all 
the houfc where the)' were fitting. 

3 And there appeared unto 
them cloven tongues, like as of 
fire, and it fat upon each of them. 

4 And they were all filled with 
the holy Ghoft, and began to 
/peak with other tongues, as the 
Spirit gave them utterance. 

5 And there were dwelling at 
Jerufalcm, Jews, devout men, 
out of every nation under heaven. 

6 Now when this was noifed a- 
broad, the multitude came toge¬ 
ther, and were confounded, bc- 
caufc that every man heard them 
/peak in his own language. 
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7 And they were all , 

and marvelled, faying one To l'* 
other, Behold, are not aiKhrf 
which fpeak, Galilean*’ 

8 And how hear wc every tta „ 
in our own tongue, wherein w. 
were born? 

9 Parthians, and Mcdcs 
Elamites, and the dwellers in 
Mcfopotamia, and in Judea 
Cappadocia, in Pontus and AfiT 

10 Phrygia, and Pamphyli* in 
Egypt, and in the parts of Libya 
about Cyrene, and Grangers of 
Rome, Jews and profelytes. 

21 Cretes and Arabians we do 
hear them fpeak in our tongues 
the wonderful works of God. 

12 And they were all amased, 
and were in doubt, faying one to 
another, What meancth this? 

13 Others mocking, faid, Thefe 
men are full of new wine. 

14 ^ But Peter Handing un 
with the eleven, lift up his voice, 
and faid unto them, Yc men of 
Judea, and all ye that dwell at 
Jerufalcm, be this known unto 
you, and hearken to my words: 

15 For thefe arc not drunken, 

as ye fuppofc, feeing it is buttbe 
third hour of the day. m 

16 But this is that which was 
fpoken by the prophet Joel. 

17 And it (hall come to pa/s in 

the laft days (faith God) I will 
pour out of my Spit it upon all 
flclh: and your fons and your 
daughters fhall prophe/y, and 
your young men fiiall fee vifions, 
and your old men /hall dream 
dreams: 1 

18 And on my fervants, and 

on my handmaidens I will pour 
out in thofe days of my Spirit, 
and they fhall prophefy: - ,, 

19 And I will fhew wonders in 
heaven above, and figns in the 
earth beneath; blood, and fire, 
and vapour of fmoke. 

20 The fun (ball be turned into 

darkneff 
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Jarkncfsand the moonintoblood, 
before that great and notable day 
of the Lord wmc. 

21 And it fhall come to pafs, 
itnl whofotv r fhall call on the 
name of the Lord, ihall he laved. 

22 Yc men of Ifracl, hear tlicfe 
uoub; Jcfus of Nazareth, a man 
approved of God a«v>o;:g you, bv 
miracles and wondeis, and figns, 
which God did by him in the mid ft 
of you, asycyOurfelvos alfo know; 

23 Him, being delivered by the 
determinate cotinfel and fore¬ 
knowledge of God ye have taken, 
and by wickcdhaud shave crucified 
and (lain: 

24 W f hom God hath raifed up, 
having loofed the pains of death: 
bccaufe it was not poflible that he 
(hould be holden of it. 

25 For David fpeaketh concern¬ 
ing him, I fore law the Lord al¬ 
ways before my face, for he is on 
my right hand, that l fhould not 
be moved. 

26 Therefore did my heart re¬ 
joice, and my tongue was glad : 
moreover alfo, my flclh fhall reft 
in hope. 

27 Bccaufe thou w ilt not leave 
my foul in hell, neither wilt thou 
furicr thine holy one to fee cor¬ 
ruption. 

28 Thou haft made known to 
me the ways of life; thou (halt 
make me full of joy with thy 
countenance. 

2o Men and brethren, let me 
freely fpeak unto you, of the pa¬ 
triarch David, that he is both 
dead and buried, ami hisfepulchre 
is u ith us unto this day: 

30 1 hcrefore being a prophet, 
and knowing that God had fworn 
svith an oath to him, that of the 
fruit of his loins, according to the 
flefh, he would raife up Chrift, to 
ht on his throne: 

31 He feeing this before, fpake 
°* ihc refurrettion of Chrift, that 

t 
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his foul was not left in hell, nei¬ 
ther his flclh did fee corruption. 

32 This Jcfus hath God railed 
up, whereof we ail arc uitneflls. 

33 Therefore being by the right 
hand of God exalted, and having 
received of the Father the promife 
of the holy Ghofi, he hath toed 
forth this, which yc now fee and 
hear. 

34 For David is not afeended 
into the heavens: but he faith 
bimfejf. The Lord faid unto my 
Lord, Sit thou on my right hand, 

35 Until 1 make thy foes thy 
foot (tool. 

36 Therefore let all the houfc 
of Ifrael know alliircdly, thatGock 
hath made that fame Jcfus whom 
ye have crucified, both Lord and 
Chrift. 

37 1 Now when they heard 
tbn % they were pricked in their 
heart, and faid unto Peter, and 
to the reft of the apoftlcs, Men 
and brethren, what /hall wedo? 

38 Then Peter faid unto them, 
Repent, and he baptized every 
one of you in the name of Jcfus 
Ch.,ft, for the remiflioa of iins, 
and yc fhall receive the gift of the 
holy Ghoft. 

39 for the promife is unto you, 
and to your children, and to all 
that arc afar off, even as many as 
the I.ord our God fhall call. 

40 And with many other words 
did he tertify and exhort, faying. 
Save yourfelves from this untow¬ 
ard generation. 

41 t Then they that gladly re¬ 
ceived his word were baptized: 
and the fame day there were ad¬ 
ded unto them about three thou- 
fand fouls. 

41 And they continued fted- 
faftiy in the apoftlcs doftrineand 
fcl.owfhip, and in breaking of 
bread, and in prayers. 

43 And fear came upon cvc; v 
foul.: and many wonders and. 
° font 
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figns were-done by the a potties. 

44 And all that Relieved were 
together, and had ail things 
common. 

45 And fold their polTclTions 
and goods, and parted them to 
all nun as every ma.i had need. 

4^ And they continuing daily 
with one accord in the ten-pie, 
and breaking bread from houfeto 
hot lie, did eat their meat with 
gladncfs and finglcncfs of heart, 
47 Praifing God, ana bavin? 
favour with all the people. And 
the Lord added td the church 
daily l'uch as fliould he laved. 
CHAP. III.

14 But ye denied the holy One 
and the juft, and dtfired a mur-

15 And killed the princeof life, 
whom God hath raifed from the 
dead; whereof we arc witness. 

1-6 And his name through faith 
in his name hath made this man 
flror.g, whom ye fee and know: 
yea, the faith which is by him, 
hith given him this perfect found- 
fiefs in the prefence of you all. 

17 And now, brethren, I wot 
that thieugh ignorance ye did r/», 
as -A'f/allb your rulers. 

18 But thofc things which God 
before had Ihewcd by the mouth 
of all his prophets, that Chrifl 
fliould AifRrr, he hath fo fulfilled. 

19 4 Repent ye therefore and 

he converted, that your fins may 
be blotted out, when the times of 
refrettiing fhall come from the 
prefence of the Lord, ^ 

20 And he fhall fend Jelus 
Chrifl, which before was preach¬ 
ed unto you: 
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21 Whom the heaven mil(l re¬ 
ceive, until the times of rclfitu- 
tion of all things which God hath 
fpokco by theraouth of all his ho¬ 
ly Prophets fince the world began. 

22 l or Mofes truly faid unto 
ti.c fathers* A prophet fhall the 
Lord your God raife up untc vou, 
of your brethren, like 11.110 me; 
him fltfll ye hear in all t ings 
wbatlbever he fail fay unto you. 

23 And.it fhall come to. pals, 
Its! every foul which will not 
hear, tha* prophet, ihnll be de- 

liom among the people. 

24 ^ca, and all the prophets 
from Saimi; i, find thofc tha: fol¬ 
low a.'tcr, as many as have fpek- 
en, have like wile foretold of thefe 
djys. 

25 Ye are the children of the 
prophets, and of the covenant 
which God made with cur fathers 
faying unto Ahiaham, And in 
tny iced mail all the kindreds cf 
the earth be bleffcd. 

26 Into you fir ft, God having 
railed up his Son Jcfus, fent him 
to biefs you in turning av ay eve- 
r > onc °f from his iniquities. 

CHAP. IV. 

A N’O as they fpake unto the 
people, thepricfls and the 
captain of- the temple, and the 
Saddnceci c:«mc u;>on them, 

2 Being grieved that they taught 
the people, and preached through 
Jeuis the refurrertion from the 
dead. 

3 And they laid handson them, 

ln< * put them in hold unto the 

next day: for it was now even¬ 
tide. 

4 Howbcit, many of them 
'• > c h heard the word, believed; 
1Wti the number of the mco was 
*b°ut five thoufand. 

~ \ And it came to pafs on the 
tfiorfow, that their rulers, and 
ciders, and icribes, 

6 An <l Annas the high pried, 
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^nd Caiaphas, and John, and A- 
lexandtr, and as many as were of 
the kindred of the high piled, 
were gathered together at Jeru¬ 
salem. 

7 And when they had fet them 
in the midft, they aiked, By what 
power, or by what name have ye 
done this ? 

8 Then Peter filled with the 
holy Ghoil, faid Unto them, Ye 
ruicrs of the people, and ciders 
of lirael, 

9 we this day be examined 
or the good deed done to the im¬ 
potent man, by what means he 
is made whole; 

ic Beit known unto yoo all, 
a id to all the people of Ifracl, 
that by the name of Jeftis Chrift 
ot Nazareth, whom ye crucified, 
whom God raifed from the dead, 
even by him doth this man iland 
here before you whole. 

11 1 his is the done which was 
fet at nought of you builders* 
which is become the head of tl/e 
corner. 

12 Neither is there falvation in 
any other : for there is none other 
name under heaven givtn among 
men whereby we mud befaved. 

13 T Now when they faw the 
boidnefs of Peter and John, and 
perceived that they were mlcarn- 
cd anii ignorant men, they mar¬ 
velled, and they took knowledge 
of them, that they had been with 
Jcfus. 

14 And beholding the man 
whic.1 uas healed Banding with 
them, they could fay nothing a- 
ga«nft it. 

15 But when they had com¬ 
manded them to go afide out of 
the council, they conferred among 
thcmlelvcs, 

16 Saj ing, What lhall we do to 
thefe men ? for that indeed a no¬ 
table miracle hath been done by 
them is manifeft to all them that 

0 dwell 
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dwell In Jerufalem, and we can¬ 
not deny i 7 . 

17 But that it fpread no further 
among the people, let us ftraitly 
thieaten them, that they l'peak 
henceforth to no manin this name. 

18 And they called them, and 
commanded them not to fpcak at 
ail, nor teach in the name of jefus. 

19 But Peter and John anfucr- 
ed and find unto them. Whether 
it be right in the fight of God, to 
hearken unto you more than un¬ 
to God, judge ye. 

20 For we cannot hut fpcak 
the things which we have feen 
and heard. 

21 So when they had further 
threatened them, they let them 
go, finding nothing how they 
inightpunilh them, hccaufc of the 
peopie: for all men glorified God 
for that which was done. 

22 For the man was aSovc forty 
years old, on whom this miracle 

healing was Ihcwcd. 

23 ^ And being let go, they 
went to their own company, and 
reported all that the chief priefts 
and elders had faid unto them. 

24 And when they heard that, 
they lift up their voice to God 
with one accord, and faid, Lord, 
thou art God which haft made 
heaven and earth, and the fca, 
and all that in them is: 

25 Who by the mouth of thy 
iervant David haft faid, Why did 
the heathen rage, and the people 
imagine vain things? 

26 The kings of the earth flood 
up, and the rulers were gathered 
together again ft the Lord, and a- 
Sainfl his Chrift. 

27 For of a truth againft thy 
holy child Jefus, whom thou haft 
anointed, both Herod and Pon¬ 
tius Pilate, with the Gentiles, 
and the people of lfrael were ga¬ 
thered together, 

28 For to do whatfoever thy 
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hand and thy counfel determihed 
before to be done. 

29 And now, Lord, behold 
their threatenings : and grant un¬ 
to thy fervants, that with all 
boldnefs they may fpcak thy word 

30 By ftrctching forth thine 
hand to heal; and that figns and 
wonders may be done by the 
name of thy holv child Jefus. 

31 ^ And when they had pray, 
ed, the place was lhaken where 
they were aflcmblcd together* 
and they were all filled with the 
holy Ghoft, and they fpakc the 
word of God w ith boldnefs. 

32 And the multitude of them 
that believed, were of one heart, 
and of one foul: neither faid any 
of them , that ought of the things 
which he pofleflcd, was his own, 
hut they had all things common. 

33 And with greater power gave 
the apoftlcs w itnefs of the refur- 
reft ion of the Lord Jefus: and 
great grace was upon them all. 

34 Neither was there any a- 
mong them that lacked: for as 
many as w ere poflcfTors of lands, 
or houfes, fold them, and brought 
the pi ices of the things that were 

35 And laid them down at the 
apoftles feet: and diftrihution 
was made unto every man accord¬ 
ing as he had need. 

36 And Jofes, who by the apo¬ 
ftlcs was furnamed Barnabas, 
(which is, being interpreted,The 
fon of confutation) a Levitc, and 
of the country of Cyprus, 

37 Having land, fold it, and 
brought the money, and laidi/ at 
the apoftles feet. 

CHAP. V. c M 
U T a certain man named A- 
oanias, with Sapphira his 
wife, fold a pofteftion, jjfl 

2 And kept back part of tM 
price, his wife alfo being privy to 
it, and brought a certain part* 

ana 
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aiiJ laid it at the apoftles feet. 

3 But Peter faid, Ananias, 
Why hath Satan filled thine heart 
to lie to the Holy Ghoft, and to 
keep back part of the price of the 
land? 

4 Whiles it remained, was it 
not thine own ? and after it was 
fold, was it not in thine own 
power ? why haft thou conceived 
this thing in thine heart? thou 
hall not lied unto men, but unto 
God. 

5 And Ananias hearing thefe 
words, fell dowm and gsve up the 
ghoft: and great fear came on all 
them that heard thefe things. 

6 And the young men arofe, 
wound him up, and carried him 
out, and buried him. 

7 And it was about the fpace 
of three hours after, when his 
wife, not knowing what was 
done, came in. 

8 And Peter anfwcred unto 
her, Fell me whether yc fold the 
land for fo much. And (hefaid, 
Yea, for fo much. 

9 Then Peter faid unto her, 
How is it that yc have agreed to¬ 
gether to tempt the Spirit of the 
Lord ? behold, the feet of them 
which have buried thy hufband 
are at the door, and lhall carry 
thee out. 

10 Then fell (he down ftraight- 
way at his feet, and yielded up 
the ghoft; and the young men 
came in, and found her dead, 
and carrying her forth, buried 
ter by her hufband. 

11 And great fear came upon 
all the church, and upon as many 
as heard thefe things. 

H 1 And by the hands of the 
apoftles were many figns and won¬ 
ders wrought among the people; 
(and they were all with one ac¬ 
cord in Solomon's porch. 

*3 And of the reft durft no 
man join himfelf to them: but 
the people magnified them. 
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14 And believers were the more 
added to the Lord, multitudes 
both of men and women) 

15 Infomuch that they brought 
forth tl'.e fick into ti e ftrccts, and 
laid them on beds and couches, 
that at the lcaft, the fhadow of 
Peter palling by might over fhadow 
feme of them. 

16 There came alfo a multitude 
out of the cities round about unto 
Jerufalem, bringing fick folks, 
and them w hich were vexed with 
unclean fpirits: and they were 
healed every one. 

17 1 Then the high prieft rofc 
up, and all they that were with 
him, (which is the fefl of the 
Sadducces) and were filled with 
indignation, 

18 And laid their hands on 
the apoftles. and put them in the 
common prifon. 

19 But the angel of the Lord 
by night opened the prifon-doors, 
and brought them forth, and laid, 

20 Go, (land ar.d fpcak in the 
temple to the people, all the 
words of this life. 

21 And when they heard that , 
they entered into the temple early 
in the morning, and taught. But 
the high prieft came, and they 
that were with him, and called 
the council together, and all the 
fenatc of the children of lfrael, 
and fent to the prifon to have 
them brought. 

22 But when the officers came,

32 Saying, I am the God of thy 
fathers, the God of Abraham, 
and the God of ffaac, and the 
God of Jacob. Then Mofes trem¬ 
bled, and durft not behold. 

33 Then faid the Lord to him. 
Put off thy fhoes from thy feet: 
for the place where thou (landed 
is holy ground. 

34 I have feen, I have fecn the 
affliction of my people which is in 
Egypt, and I have heard their 
groaning, and am come down to 
deliver them. And now come, I 
will fend thee into Egypt. 

35 This Mofes whom they re- 
fufed, faying, Who made thee a 
ruler and a judge? the fame did 
God fend to he a ruler and a deli¬ 
verer by the hands of the an£*l 
which appeared to him in thebufh.

18 Then certain philofophers 
of the Epicureans, and of the 
Stoicks. encountered him; and 
Tome faid, What will this bablcr 
fay? other fomc, He feemeth to 
be a fetter forth of Orange gods: 
becaufc he preached unto them 
Jcfus, and the refurrcltion. 

19 And they took him, and 
brought him unto Areopagus, fay¬ 
ing, May we know what this new 
doltrine, whereof thou fpeakeft, 
is? 

20 For thou bringefl certain 
Orange things to our cars: we 
would know therefore what thefe 
things mean. 

21 (For all the Athenians, and 
firangers which were there, fpent 
their time in nothing elfc, but 
either to tell or to hear fome new 
thing.) 

21 J Then Paul flood in the 
midfl of Mars-hill, and faid, Ye 
men of Athens, I perceive that in 
all things yc are too fuperflitious. 

23 For as 1 pa fled by, and be¬ 
held your devotions, I found an 
altar with this infeription, TO 
THE UNKNOWN GOD. 
Whom therefore yc ignorantly 
woiihip, him declare 1 unto you. 
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24 God that made the world 

and all things therein, feeing that 
he is Lord of heaven and earth 
dwelleth not in temples made 
with hands: 7^.1 

25 Neither is worlhipped with 
mens hands, as though he needed 
any thing, feeing he giveth to all 
life, and breath, and all things- 

26 A nd hath made of one blood 

all nations of men, for to dwell 
on all the face of the earth, and 
hath determined the times before 
appointed, and the bounds of 
their habitation: . 

27 That they fliould feck tbe 
Lord, if haply they might feel 
after him, and find him, though 
lie be not far from everyone of us: 

28 For in him we live, and 
move, and have onr being: as 
certain alfoof your own poets havo 
faid, For we are alfo his offspring. 

29 Forafmuch then as we are 
the offspring of God, we ought 
not to think that the Godhead is 
like unto gold, or lilvcr, or Oonc 
graven by art, and man’s device. 

30 And the times of this igno¬ 
rance God winked at; but now 
commandcth all men every where 
to repent: 

31 Becaufc he hath appointed 
a day in the which he will judge 
the world in rightcoufnefs, by 
that man whom he hath ordained; 
whereof he hath given afliirance 
unto all men, in that he hath 
railed him from the dead. 

32 ^ And when they heard of 
the refurrtflion of the dead, fomc 
mocked; and others faid, We 
will hear thee again of this matter. 

33 So Paul departed from a-

34 Howbeit, certain men clave 
unto him, and believed; among 
the which was Diopyfius the A- 
reopagite, and a woman namtd 
Damaris, and others with them. 

CHAP. 
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FTE R thele things, Paul 
departed from Athens, and 
came to Corinth; 

2 And found a certain Tew na¬ 
med Aquila, born in Pontus, 
lately come from Italy, with his 
wife Prifcilla (becaufc that Clau¬ 
dius had commanded all Jews to 
depart from Rome) and came 
unto them. 

3 And becaufc lie was of the 
feme craft, he abode with them, 
and wrought (for by their occu¬ 
pation they were tent-makers) 

4 And he reafoned in the fyna- 
goguc every faoSath, and perfua- 
ded the Jews and the Greeks. 

5 And when Silas and Timo¬ 
theus were come from Macedonia, 
Paul was prefled in fpirit, and 
teflified to the Jews, that Jcfus 
was Chrifl. 

6 And when they oppofed 
themfclves, and blafphemed, he 
fliook bis raiment, and faid unto 
them, Your blood be upon your 
own heads; 1 am clean: from 
henceforth I will go unto the 
Gentiles. 

7 1 And he departed thence, 
and entered into a certain man's 
houfe, named Juflus, one that 
worlhipped God, whole houfe 
joined hard to the fynagogue. 

8 And Crifpus the chief ruler 
of the fynagogue, believed on the 
Lord with all his houfe: and ma¬ 
ny of the Corinthians, hearing, 
believed, and were baptized. 

9 Then fpake the Lord to Paul 
in the night by a vifion, Be not 
afraid, but fpeak, and hold not 
thy peace: 

10 For I am with thee, and no 
man l hall fct °n thee, to hurt thee; 
for l have much people in this city. 

11 And he continued there U 
year and fix months, teaching 
tlic word of God among them. 

ll 1 And when Gallio was the 
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deputy of Achaia, the Jews made 
iniurredron with one accord a- 
gainfl Paul, and brought him to 
the judgment-feat, 

13 Saying, This fellow per- 
fuadeth men to worfhip God con¬ 
trary to the law. 

14 And when Paul was now a- 
bout to open his mouth, Gallio 
faid unto the Jews, If it were a 
matter of wrong, or wicked Icwd- 
nefs, O yc Jews, rcafon would 
that I Ihould bear with you: 

15 But if it be a queflion of 
words and names, and of your 
law, look ye to it ;■ fur I will he 
no judge of fuch matters. 

16 And he dravc them from 
the judgment-feat. 

17 Then all the Greeks took 
Soflhenes, the chief ruler of tho 
fynagogue, and beat him before 
the iudgment-fcat :• and Gallio 
cared fur none of thofe tilings. 

18 ^ And Paul after this tar¬ 
ried there yet a good while, and 
then took his leave of the brethren, 
and failed thence into Syria, and. 
with him Prifcilla and Aquila: 
having (horn his head inCcnchrca: 
for he had a vow. 

19 And he came to F.phefus, 
and left them there: but hehim- 
fclf entered into the fynagogue, 
and reafoned with the Jews. 

20 When they dtfired him to 
tarry longer time with them, he 
consented not. 

21 But bade them farewel, fay¬ 
ing, I mufl by ail means keep this 
fcafl that comcth in Jerufalcm : 
but 1 will return again unto you, 
if God wilL And he (ailed from 
Ephcfus. 

22 And when he had landed 
at Ce/arca, and gone up and fa- 
luted the church, he went down 
to Antioch. 

23 And after he had fpent 
fomc time there, he departed, and 
went over all the country of Ga- 

latia 
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latia and Phrygia in order, 
^lengthening all the difciplcs. 

24 ^ And a certain Jew named 
Apollos, horn at Alexandria, an 
eloquent man, and mighty in the 
fcripturcs, came to Ephefiis. 

25 This man was inftructed In 
the way of the Lord; and being 
fervent in the fpirit, he fpake and 
taught diligently the things of the 
Lord, knowing only the baptifm 
of John. 

26 And he began to fpeak bold¬ 
ly in the fynagogue. Whom when 
Aquila and Prifcilla had heard, 
they took him unto them, and 
expounded unto him the way of 
God more perfectly. 

2 7 And when he was difpefed 
to pafs into Achaia, the brethren 
wrote, exhorting the difciplcs to 
receive him; who, when he was 
come, helped them much which 
had believed through grace. 

26 For he mightily convinced 
the jews, and lost publickly, 
(hewing by the feripturcs, that 
Jefus was Chrilt. 

CHAP. XIX. 

A ND it came to pafs, that 
while A polios w as at Co¬ 
rinth, Paul having parted through 
the upper coarts, came to Ephefus: 
and finding certain difciplcs, 
a He laid unto them, Have ye 
received the holy Ghoit fince ye 
believed ?

4 Then faid Paul, John verily 
baptized with the baptifin of re¬ 
pentance, laying unto the people, 
That they Ihouid believe on him 
which Ihouid conic after him, 
that is, on Chrilt Jefus. 

5 When they heard this , they 
were baptized in the name of the 
Lord Jefus. 

6 And when Paul bad laid his

11 And God wrought fpecial 
miracles by the hands Qt Fault 

12 So that from his body were 
brought unto the fick, handker. 
chiefs or aprons, and the difcafci 
departed from them, and the e- 
vii fpirits went out of them. ( 

13 c « Then certain of the vagi* 
bond Jews, exoicifts, took upon 
them to cali over them which had 
evil fpirits, the name of the Lord 
Jefus, faying, We adjure you by 
Jcius whom Paul preacheth. 

14 And there were feven Tons 
of one Sceva a Jew, and chief of 
the prierts, which ditl fo. 

15 And the evil fpirit anlwcred 

and faid, Jcius I know, and Paul 
1 know ; but who aic ye? . 

16 And the mao in whom the 
evii fpirit w as, leapt on them, and 
overcame them, and prevailed a* 
gainlt them, lo that they fled out 
of that houfe naked and wounded* 

17 And this was known to 
the Jews and Greeks alfo dwell¬ 
ing at Lphefus; and fear fed ° n 
them all, and the name of the 
Lord Jcius was magnified. *

Mind not high 
things, but condefcend to men of 
low edate. Be not wife in your 
own conceits. 

17 Recompenfe to no man evil 
for evil. Provide things honed 
in the fight of all men. 

18 If it be poffible, as much as 
licth in you, live peaceably w ith 
all men. 

19 Dearly beloved, avenge not 
yourfclves, but rather give place 
unto wrath: for it is written. 
Vengeance is mine; 1 will repay, 
faith the Lord.. 

20 Therefore if thine enemy 
hunger, feed him; if he third; 
give him drink: for in fo doing 
thou (halt heap coals of fire on 
his head. 

21 Be not overcome of evil, but 
overcome evil with good.

12 Teaching us, that denying 
ungodlinefs, and worldly lutts 
wc Ihould live fobcrly, righteoufly 
and godly in this prefent world; 

13 Looking for that bleflcd 
hope, and the glorious appearing 
of the great God, and our Savi¬ 
our Jcfus Chrift: 

14 Who gave himfclf for us, 
that he might redeem us from all 
iniquity, and purify unto himfelf 
a peculiar people, zealous of good 
works. 

15 Thcfe things fpeak and ex¬ 
hort, and rebuke with all autho. 
rity. Let no man defpife thee. 

CHAP. HI.

7 Who in the days of his ftefh, 
when he had off* red up prayers 
and Applications, with ftrong 
crying ?nd tears, unto him that 
was able to favc him from death, 
and was heard, in that he feared; 

8 Though he were a Son, yet 
learned he obedience, by the 
things which he futfered:
